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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument is not persuasive. Applicant argues 
that Lewis teaches that the soy flour product exhibits extreme blandness; this clearly indicates all of the anzymes in the soy flour are 
denatured. This argument is not persuasive because applicant has not submitted any evidence to show a correlation between denaturation 
of enzymes and flavor. Furthermore, there is no limitation in the claims about flavor, blandness or the type of enzyme that is inactivated. 
The features that applicant argued are not found in the claims; thus, it is not an issue to be considered. Additionally, applicant argues that 
the product produced by the Lewis et al method would be patentably different than a soy flour product produced by the claimed process as 
shown by example 3 and example 1 in the specification. Firstly, the specification does not disclose that example 3 is the Lewis method. 
Furthermore, it is not known what patentably distinct features applicant is referrring to. The claims do not recite any feature of the product . 
All the properties shown in the specification are not claimed; the blandness or not bland of the product is not claimed. Lewis discloses a 
temperature range of 80-100 degree C and a time of 2.5 minutes to 20 minutes. The temperature range in Lewis includes the temperature 
of 90 degree C. The time differs by 30 seconds. It would have been obvious to decrease the Lewis time slightly. Applicant has not 
established any criticality with respect to the time as the specification discloses the time can be more than 120 seconds and still obtain 
desirable product. Furthermore, the time and temperature can vary depending on the ultimate product wanted. It is a result-effective 
variable which can readily be determined by one skilled in the through routine experimentation.. 
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
